Associated Press.] The principal de- 
fendants in the suit brought by Frank 
Symmes and others against the Com- 
stock Tunnel Company et al., in the 
United States Circuit Court for Ne- 
vada, today filed their answer at Car- 
son City. It is quite a voluminous 
document, and sets forth minutely the 
history of the reorganization of the 
Sutro Tunnel Company through the 
efforts of Theodore Sutro of New York. 
In July 1887 Theodore Sutro madea 
favorable settlement of the mortgage 
claim of the McCalmonts, on the condi- 
tion that the money be paid on, or before 
ion 
dollars was required, and to raſse the 
money Sutro proposed to issu@ income 
bands of the company, to be taken by 
the stockholders on condition that the 
entire amount be raised by January 1. 
1888. Only about four hundred thou- 
sand dollars was subscribed up to that 
time, and it appearing impossible to 
get all the stockholders to subscribe, 
Sutro succeeded in getting a syndicate 
ot capitalists, headed by the Selig- 
mans, to guarantee half of the bonds. 
The pian was then changed, and the 
stockholders who had previously sub- 
scribed conditionally, came in under 
the new plan, which was to purchase. 
the mortgage from the McCalmonts 
and foreclose in the interest of the 
subseribing stockholders and syn- 
dicate, unless all of the stock- 
holders subscribed. They were, it is 
claimed, given the fullest opportunity 
and urged by circulars and advertise- 
ments to do so; but only about three- 
fourths came in and it was necessary 
to foreclose. This was done and the 
property was transferred to the Com- 
stock Tunnel Company, which was 
organized for the purpose. 

Tue answer states that the widest 
publicity was given to the plan, and 
that this plan was the only method by 
which foreclosure in the sale interest 
of the McCalmonts could be pre- 
vented. It further states that the 
trustees of the Sutro Tunnel Company 
and the syndicate as: well 
as Theodore Sutro acted in the 
utmost good faith in the matter. .
